Synopsis of 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each o: six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trists. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each ol 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

INDIAN SUMMER 


K Does. Not Occur as “Regularly as 
Many People Argue—About 
One In Four Years 


Why and what is Indian summer? 
There is :nore of tradition and less 
of fact about Indian summer than any 
other season of the year. Indian sum- 
mer seems to be an accident of na- 
ture, pure and simple+-and it has just 
the same chance of being repeated 
from year to year as any other acctl- 
dent, and no more! ‘ 

The facts about Indian summer 
briefly are these: 

The latter part of September is, as 
every one knows, noted for its severe 
wind and rain storms. People call 
these the “equinoxes” and other 
names. The storms ire often very 
destructive. The sun has crossed the 
meridian aud the temperature is be- 
ginning to go down. The influence 
‘of the sun on general weather con- 
-ditions is now known to be very great. 
Therefore, at the time when the sea- 
sor of warm weather is changing to 
& season of colder weather, it is only 
natural that there should be more or 
less storm-and-stress in the atmos- 
phere.. 

When we have several days of high 
winds and heavy rains it is also nat- 
ural that the temperature should go 
down. As with all things of nature, 
the winds and the rains soon exhaust 
themselves and a dry period of sun- 
shine succeeds. 

The contrast between the cold, 
dreary, rainy, wind-blown days and 
bright, sunny, d-y days is most mark- 
ed, of course. And it is especially 
marked in the autumn. The air !s 
dry and filled with smoke and dust, 
which makes it hazy in the extreme. 
Besides that, as the period is imme- 
diately following a severe atmospheric 
disturbance, there is little, or no, 
movement in the air and the tendency 
of the air-currents is downward from 
great atmospheric heights rather than 
horizontally across the face of the 
earth. Such is the explanation for 
the condition we call “Indian sum- 
mer,” 

The experts of the weather bureau, 
however, made an investigation of the 
subject and they found that in a 
period of 41 years there had been but 
9 years when there was a really 
marked Indian summer! In 12 years 
there was a slight change that could 
be called by that name, and during 
éight years there was absolutely no 
time that could be termed unusual 
enough to be noted. During ihe re- 
mainder of the years there was more 
or less of a change, but it was not 
worth recording. Weather «xperts de- 
clare that the same kind of weather as 
is experienced in the fall and called In- 
dian summer could and does occur at 
any other time of the year. 

Some very pretty stories have been 
woven about the period which has 
been called Indian summer because 
of an old Indian legend dealing with 
it. It seems, according to this, that 
& great Indian named Mudjekewis, 
with his nine brothers, subdued a 
chieftain known as Mammoth Bear 
and captured the Sacred Belt of Wam- 
pum. Because he ~*-as the leader in 
the expedition, although the youngest 
of the brothers, Mudjekewis was 
given by the gods the government of 
the winds 2nd was renamed Kabegun 
—"Father of the Winds.” He had 
four sons and on one of them, Shawon- 
dasee, he bestowed the government 
of the south winds. Shawondasee 
was rather a lazy sort of a man who 
liked best to take his ease and live 
& calm, peaceful life. He always kept 
his eyes toward thu north, however, 
and the Indians all believed that it 
was his sighs of contentment that 
caused balmy southern airs to blow 
which make Indian summer. 

Yn England Indian summer is gener- 
ally known as St. Martin’s summer, 
and in Germany and other sections 
of Europe it has other names, 


Moscow Survivors. 

That soldiers—once they escape the 
risks of war—are long lived is shown 
by Russia’s finding four or five sur- 
vivors of the Moscow campaign, the 
centennial of which is now being cele- 
brated. 

’ These veterans must be 115 years 
old, at least, unless small boys were 
enlisted in those days. 

After the 20 years of war of the 
Napoleonic era, of the 36 marshals of 
‘France, 26 survived. Of the 10 who 
were gone, only two died of disease; 
three fell in battle, one was drowned, 
one was assassinated, one was a sBul- 
cide and two were executed. 

The survivors reached an average 
‘age of 72 years, 10 of them dying as 
octogenarians. 

Many other generals have reached 
extreme old age. Marshal de Riche- 
lieu was 94 years old when he died in 
1788. Two years before his death he 
married a girl of 16, who was able to 
say to Napoleon III. in 1862: “Sir, 
Louis XIV asked of my husband”— 

She was then 92 years old and lived 
two years longer.

The Advocate thinks The News is 


a wicked Tory fabricator for daring 


to say anything about the Grain 


‘Growers Grain Co., of Winnipeg, and 


tries to ring in the old, old chest- 


nut that we are attacking the U. F., 


A. and other farmers’ institutions. 
The Alberta Farmer, a farm paper 
published at Medicine Hat, speaking 
on this very question, says : 

There are certain gentlemen in 
Western Canada who are constantly 
proclaiming that the farmers are 
being oppressed by the middlemen 
who have been encouraged by the 
Conservative policy of protection. 
Oddly enough, the agriculturists ap- 
pear to place some credence in the 
remarks of these gentlemen. The 
fact of the matter, however, is that 
these acute individuals are really 
stringing the farmers along while 
they impose not only on the .agri. 
cultural class but upon those who 
purchase from it as well. These 
same gentleiem talk glibly about the 
cost of living and point out unctuous- 
ly that the farmer receives but a 
small price for his produce. They 
are typical wolves in_ sheep’s 
clothing, and the leader of the pack 
is the Grain Growers’ Urain Co. of 
Winnipeg. The shrewd gentlemen 
who control the concern in question 
selected a name which would cause 
the unsuspecting to conclude that it 
is a kind of co-operative enterprise 
run mainly for the benefit of the 
growers of grain in Western Cana- 
da. It is interesting and illuminat- 
ing to analyze the workings of this 
concern. 


RAISE 
CATTLE ENOUGH. 


WE CAN'T 


The open market for cattle is prov- 
ing diastrous to our cattle industry, 
as the farmer and rancher is selling 
his breeding stock, and even his 
calves, owing to the apparently high- 
er price offered him for same, caused 
by the shortage of beef cattle. 

The Toronto Globe, the leading 
organ, recognizes this when it says: 
‘“‘The removal of the duty has had 
the effect of drawing across the bor- 
der all the beef cattle that this 
country could spare, and more. From 
the standpoint of low cost of living, 
this is little short of a calamity ; 
from the standpoint of the farmers’ 
prosperity, it is worse. Nothing that 
has happened for many years will 
compare with this export of young 
beef cattle in the prolonged injury it 
is sure to inflict on the whole Dom- 
inion, und especially on the Province 


* of Ontario.” 


The Toronto News says the sur- 
‘prisiug thing is that this is from a 
newspaper which for years has advo- 
cated and still advocates free trade 
in foodstuffs. If we had adopted 
reciprocity two years ago we should 
have actually been bonusing the Unit- 
ed States to drain Canada of cattle 
as it is now doing without extra in- 
ducements on our part. In its new- 
found wisdom The Globe remarks 
that, ‘‘unfortunately, farmers have 
been out 
merely yearlings, but calves, and 
they have not been retaining even 
their heifers. This means that it 
will take years to fill up the vacuum 
created by the depletion of the past 
three months, and the Dominion 
Live Stock Commissioner is quite 
right in his forecast that the price 
of beef is bound to remain high, be- 
cause Canada cannot raise enough 
for home consumption.” 

Thus both rural and urban Cana- 
da are to suffer from a partial reali- 
zation of Liberal policy. In a few 
weeks the country has been drained 
of young cattle that were essential 
to the farmers’ prosperity, and to 
the production of an increased food 
supply for the cities. If the Liberal 
party had had its way the drain 
would have occurred carly in 1912, 


rushing 


instead of at the close of 1913. And 
in addition the powerful American 
trusts and conspines would by this 


time have secured a firm grasp on 
most of our other natural resources. 


INDUSTRY SLOWS DOWN. 


Tt is now evident that there is a 
general slowing down in the manu- 
facturing plants of Canada, says In- 
dustrial Bureau. some months 
intermittent and often contrary re- 
ports have come from the various in- 
dustrial localities stating that cer- 
tain manufacturers were slackening, 
while others fill 
their orders. But the concensus of

This slowing-up takes many forms, 
Some: manufacturers are running 
their plants fewer hours every day; ; 
some -are taking a holiday or. two 
in the week ; some are laying * ‘off 
men; some are stocking in order to 
hold their men during the — severe 
winter months; and. a few “have 
closed down temporarily. : 

The general opinion of authorities 
segpms to be that the present. con- 
dition will continue, without further 
depression, until spring. Any in- 
quiry as to what will happen after 
that time produces three different 
opinions. The majority -believe that 
conditions will begin to improve in 
the spring and that the production 
of manufactured goods will increase. 
The minority say that the depression 
will continue at its present level dur- 
ing the summer and evttly fall, after 
which improvement will begin. A few 
pessimists state emphatically that 
no real recovery will be evident un- 
til ‘the spring of 1915. 

‘While it is a precarious thing to 
forecast an industrial future, we 
would like to point out several ele- 
ments in the Canadian situation 
which, we think, will help to start 
‘our factorics going at full capacity 
again. 

In the first place, we have to feed, 
clothe and house the immigrants en- 
tering Canada at the rate of nearly 
half a million yearly. As we still 
import more manufactured goods 
than we export, the increased de- 
mand must automatically require 
production from our manufacturers. 
During the fiscal year ending March- 
31st, 19J2 we imported manufactures 
to the value of $67,286,648, while 
our exports of manufactures amount- 
ed only to $42,508,985. During the 
fiscal year ending March 3l1st, 1913, 
we inuported manufactures to the 
value of $91,199,425 and exported 
manufactures to the amount of 
$52,525,082. From these figures it 
appears that, as imports of manu- 
factures are increasing more rapid- 
ly than exports, our factories must 
work to supply the home market if 
our immigration continues. 

In the second place, the Dominion 
Government has deliberately, decided 
to spend many millions to help 
bridge the depression. These Gov- 
ernment works, added to. the other 
construction enterprises under way, 
must liberate great sums of money 
in wages, which will be spent for 
manufactured goods. 


In the third place, there is no 
reasonable ground for believing 
that the production of the soil, the 


forest, the sea, and the mine will not 
increase rather than decrease during 
1914. Every immigrant becomes a 
producer as well as a consumer, 
whether he warks in town or coun- 
try. 

The manufacturers of Canada are 
surely acting prudently in curtailing 
the production of manufactured 
goods for which, temporarily, the de- 
mand has.slightly diminished. It 
would be unwise to lay up great 
stocks which might not be saleable, 
owing to an unexpected continuance 
of the financial stringency. 

Scarcity is the food on which de- 
mand thrives, and the manufactur- 
ers, by avoiding over-production, are 
helping to restore prosperity, which 
cannot be long deferred when the 
normal demand returns. 


CONSERVATIVE RETURNED. 


Another Dominion by-election took 
place recently. On December 31st 
lion. Harry F. McLeod, Conserva- 
tive, was returned by ‘acclamation in 
York, New Brunswick. The con- 
stituency was lately made vacant by 
the appointment of O. S. Crockett, 
the sitting member, to the supreme 
court of N.B. The riding has been 
Conservative for about ten years by 
big majorities in each election held, 
and the Liberals, who have no or- 
ganization whatever in the country, 
decided not to put up a candidate. 


PRAISES THE WORK OF 
HON. MA, HAZEN 


More Work Done in One Year 
Than in Liberal Ten 


The good work done by Hon. J.D. 
Hazen in improving navigation facili- 
ties in the Maritime Provinces has 
won expressions of approval even 
from his political opponents. Mr. 
John Kelly, Inspector of Light- 
houses, in an interview with the St. 
John "Globe’’ on the aids to navi- 
gation in the Bay of Fundy stated 
that “the year just closing has seen 
more work done in the way of im- 
proving aid to navigation in the 
Bay of Fundy than in ten preceding 
years,"' 

A LIBERAL BOUQUET.

It-is. not gay for them and 
cheerful for those who realize that 
the welfare of a country depends ab- 


solutely upon the welfare of the mass |

brought into direct competition with 
workers in another country they must 
accept the pay of the foreign workers 
or give up the work. You know, also, 
that an employer cannot successfully 
reduce wages. You cannot maintain 
your business in this country and 
carry on your enterprise with a lot 
of dissatisfied men whose pay has 
been reduced. Therefore, the only thing 
that a manufacturer can do when he 
finds it necessary to cut down wages 
{n order to meet foreign competition 
{s to close his mill or his factory ab- 
solutely.

THE BLONDE ESKIMOS 


Northern Trapper Claims to Have 
Seen Them Before Stefannsson 


A far northern trapper, G. L. De- 
schanbeault, returning from Fort Simp- 
son to Edmonton, challenged the claim 
of Explorer Steéfannsson that he was 
the first discoverer of the blonde Hs- 
kimos. 

Some two and a half years ago 
Deschanbeault on a hunting expedition 
accompanied by Joseph and William 
Hudson encamped on the Copper Mine 
River, seven hundred miles north of 
Fort: Simpson. While in camp the 
Eskimo interpreter informed Deschan- 
beault that strange stories were being 
told among his companions about an- 
other tribe of “Huskies” who, al- 
though they resembled the ordinary 
Eskimos in their habits, had the pale 
faces of the white man. 

Fired by curiosity, Deschanbeault de- 
cided to follow the Copper Mine River 
to its juncture with the Great Bear 
Lake. On arriving at the shores of 
the Great Lake, the little party came 
upon the encampment of the strange 
tribe. The Eskimos were dressed 
after the customary fashion of natives 
of the north, but instead of being squat 
of stature and dark were falr haired 
and of light complexion.

“Strangely © enough,” says the 
Courier, “nearly all the manufacturing 
industries in Western Canada have 
come from Eastern Canada, not from 
the United States. When an Ameri- 
can firm. establishes) a Canadian 
branch factory, it is placed in the 
East, seldom in the West. The Amerl- 
can wants to be in the big centres 
of population. He is not looking so 
far ahead. as the Canadian manufac- 
turer, preferring immediate returns. 

“All the flour milling concerns in 
Western Canada were founded by 
Eastern capitalists, with a big mill {n 
Moose Jaw as a notable exception. 
The same is true of the cement mills, 
most of which are now controlled by 
the Canada Cement Company. .The 
Diamond Flint Glass Company, at Red 
Cliffe; the Dominion Bridge Company, 
at Calgary; the Smart-Woods Bag 
Company, Alaska Bedding Company, 
and Sherwin-Williams Company, at 
Winnipeg; the Quaker Oats Mill, at 
Saskatoon; the Copp Stove Works and 
the Berlin Bedding Company, at Fort 
William—all these and many others 
may be mentioned. 

“The situation is pleasant. It spells 

unity of feeling and unity of interests 
betweeu the West and the East. It 
bespeaks a development in industry 
of a national character. What the 
three transcontinental railways and 
the national banks have done to unite 
East and West will be completed by 
our progressive and patriotic manu- 
facturers.” 
, It has suited some people to repre- 
sent Eastern manufacturers as com- 
peting against those in the West, and 
striving to belittle the development of 
their Western rivals. As the fore- 
going articles indicate this is far from 
the truth. Many of the best Canadian 
firms will eventually dot the west 
with branch . plants as long as the 
present reasonable protection against 
free imports from their vast and 
highly specialized rivals south of the 
line is maintained. 


GROWTH IN SOURIS 


According to the census of manu- 
factures for Canada, 1911, which has 
been issued from Ottawa, Souris has 
three manufacturing establishments. 
Their forty-two employes earned ap- 
proximately $30,000, or an average of 
$714 per year for each employe. This 
is a very high average and shows that 
the workingman in Souris is well paid. 
The three employers of Souris with |& 
$220,000 of capital were able to pro- 
duce products to the value of $254,000. 
Not only did this money circulate in 
Souris as the point of shipment of 
these products, but the $30,000 of |& 
wages circulated many times over|# 
through the purchases of the working- 
men over the counters of Souris mer- | 
chants before it went to the bank as 
capital. It is the hum of industry that 
accounts in great measure for the 
growth of this fine prairie town. In 
the next ten years if Canada’s present 
trade policy continues in force it is 
safe to predict that Souris’ manufac- 
turing industries will have doubled in 
number, wages paid and output.

A year ago 
these amounted to 79,691,404 bushels, 
and for the ten months to date this 
crop year they have totalled 121,000,000 
bushels. Assuming that the last two 
months of this year, will witness pro- 
portional exports, the total for the 
‘year will be about 145,000,000 bushels. 
This is considerably heavier than any 
year since 1907-08. The trade has yet 
to learn ‘what 1918-14 will bring, ari 
it promises to break all records and 
to make the United States less than 
ever a market for Canadian wheat. 

Commenting upon the proposal in 
the United States.Senate to free-list 
Canadian wheat, The St. Paul.Pioneer 
Press of May 28th said: “The Ameri- 
can millers do not want the duty on 
‘wheat. The American farmer does 
not need it. Despite the efforts made 
by some politicians to convince him 
that they are doing him a favor by 
insisting on protection, the farmer 

, will not worry about competition with 
wheat that was selling in. Winnipeg 
yesterday at 97%c while the high 
point in Minneapolis: yesterday was 
91%c." For a year past Western 
Canadian. wheat prices have generally 
ruled higher than Western American 
wheat prices, and this year the United 
States is going to have an avalanche 
of whose for export. 


~ PULP AND PAPER 


An Industry Which Has Grown Rapid- 
ly In Canada 


_According to the Toronto Globe, up 
to three or four years ago.the pulp. 
and paper industry of Quebec re- 
ceived little attention from the busi- 
ness world. Previous to that time all 
the big mills on the continent were 
looated south of the border, and the 
smaller Canadian mills operating in a 

‘leas remunerative field, were unable 
to make much headway. Careless 
methods pf cutting and the heavy de- 
-mands made upon the American 
forests practically exhausted their 
available supplies of pulpwood and 
they turned to Canada. For years 
‘American millowners were allowed to 
take out pulpwood from Quebec 
without let or hindrance. Some two 
or three years ago Sir Lomer Gouin 
put into force a measure prohibiting 
the exportation of pulpwood cut from 
Crown lands, which proved to be the 
beginning of the wonderful expansion 
of this industry. American manufad- 
turers, knowing that they could 
not get pulpwood from Quebec 
crossed the border, bought up limits 
and located their mills on this side 
of the line. In one year following the 
passing of the measure no less than 
nineteen pulp, paper and lumber com- 
panies were incorporated in Que- 
tbeo, with a total capitalization of 
941,709,000. This capital came largely 
from the United States, Great Britain 
and France, although Canadians con- 
tributed a considerable amount, Last 
year several of the newly-incorporated 
mills commenced production, while 
during 1918 a large number of others 
will commence active manufacturing. 

Of 1,846,910 cords of pulpwood 
‘out in Canada during the past 
year, 866,042 cords were manu- 
_factured into pulp in Canadian 
mills, while 980,866 cords were ex- 
ported in the raw or unmanufactured 
state. The total ont for 1912 shows 
an increase of 21% per cent. over the 
figures for 1911, while the increase in 
the manufacture of pulpwood in Can- 
ada amounted to nearly 29 per cent., 
es compared with an increase in our 
exports of raw pulpwood of less than 
17 per cent. - 

The importance of the ate and 
paper industry to this country is shown 
by the fact that there are now 86 pulp 
gnd paper mills in Canada and New- 
foundland, of which 83 are located in 
Canada. —

BILLIAN WORDICA 
The Struggles and Triumphs of a Famous Singer 

The success of Lillian Nordica, one of the greatest contemporary opera 
singers, is a tribute to®he ambition and struggles of two women—the singen 
and her mother. 

The youngest of six daughters of Edwin Norton, Lillfan was born in 
Farmingham, Maine, in 1859, in 'a family where music was the atmosphere of 
the home. Her father was a violinist and her mother a singer with an un-: 
usually Sweet, rich voice. Mrs. Norton’s ambitions chafed at the Nmitatione 
of village life; she wanted broader opportunities for the development of her 
children, so when. Lillian was six the family made its gladsome ad from 
‘Maine to Boston, the Mecca of her dreams, 

The future prima donna early revealed the promise of her wonderful 
voice, and the mother of the transplanted family laid aside money from her 
boarding-house for the musical instruction of her daughter. From twelve ta 
fifteen Lillian studied at the Boston Conservatory, with Prof. John O’Neill, 
‘who condensed the five years’ course into three. When her interest flagged in 
the slightest she was stimulated to new energy by her mother, who learned 
her daughter's parts in order to teach her, werked untiringly and saved loy- 
ally for the new goal of instruction. 

Lillian was growing in power and courage, She was making $1,000 a 
year as a church singer, but singing in church did not satisfy her high ideals, 
She audaciously besieged Tietjens in her dressing-room, and by her beauty, 
her grace and her persistence, forced the great singer to listen 
to her rendering of Leonora’s aria in “Il ‘Trovatore.” Tietjens was 
charmed, nobly captivated, and became her friend. She advised her to go 
to New York to study with Maretzek. The devoted mother was equal to this 
mew emergency; she met the occasion with her customary high finance; saved, 
borrowed and otherwise secured enough money for a two years’ stay in the 
metropolis, where she watched tenderly over her beloved daughter. 

* On completing the two years, when funds were ebbing and hopes flow- 
fing, Gilmore heard the singer and engaged her for a hundred concerts in 
®urope. In 1878 came the début at the Trocadero in Paris, followed by a 
term at Milan, where San Giovanni, an enthusfastic admirer of the singer, 
rechristened her “Giglio Nordica,” the Lily of the North. At Brescia, where 
her success was overwhelming, her mother fainted through joy at hearing 
unending plaudits of the enthusiastic audience.

Tho first regular Mae tiie of the 
City Council for 1914 took place~in 
the Council Chamber on Thursday, 
last; January: 8th; Mayor . Carscal- 
len presiding, and present Aldermen 
Botterill,- Lord, Carswell, Watson 
and Coote. 

‘Mayor Carscallen, on taking his

Since my last report there has 
been 12 fires with a loss of $858.00, 
seventy-five per cent. of which was 
covered by insurance. To extinguish 
these fires 1,350 feet of hose was laid 
and 282 gals. of chemical were used. 
There was an average attendance of 
14.5 firemen at fires. I might men- 
tion that the average would have 
been higher only that at a couple 
of chimney fires there were silent 
alarms and it was only necessary 
for the men stationed at the hall 
to attend. 

Causes of fires: 2 started from 
faulty furnaces ; 4 chimney fires ; 2 
started from sparks from engine ; 
1 started from overheated stove 
pipe ; 1 started from hot ashes; 1 
started from dropped match. 

There were thirteen false alarms 
with an average attendance of 12.8 
firemen. We had forty-five practices 
with an average attendance of 14.5 
firemen. 

We had one accident whereat our 
large extension Jadder was broken. 
There were four men on it, but for- 
tunately they all escaped without 
any very serious injury. This ladder 
has been replaced with a trussed 
ladder of superior make. 

The hose wagon has also been 
greatly improved by having new 
wheels and axles placed under it, 
making a very serviceable piece of 
apparatus, 

I should like to point out that 
while the fire loss in the Dominion 
of Canada has been about four dol- 
lars and fifty cents per capita for 
1913, the loss in Red Deer for the 
same period has been only about 284 
cents per capita, showing how little 
we have contributed to this enor- 
mous waste. I see no reason why 
our fire loss cannot be kept reasoh- 
ably low, providing strict attention 
is given to our building, ‘electric 
wiring, handling of combuntible mat- 
crial and so on, and given adequate 
lire: fighting apparatus and water 
pressure. 

I feel that a large part of our 
past success had been due to our 
Commissioners and Council, who in 
spite of our faults and failings, have 

givon us every encouragement and 
support. 

I should like to thank the Police 
foree, who have ably assisted us, one 
of the policemen sleeping at the fire 
hall and proving himself a first 
class firoman. I would recommend 
that the firemens’ pay while fighting 
fire be increased from 75c for the 
first hour and 650c por hour for 
the sneceeding hours, to 1.50 
for the first hour and 750 _ per 
succeeding hours, be inereas?d to

This 
will do away with the smell in the 
fire hall to a large extent, which is 
getting worse on account of the con- 
tinual drain through the present 
floor. This work might be done this 
winter with the aid of one extra 
man. ‘

Alderman Carswell said that, after 
all, Doctor Grant appeared to have 
some half-grounds of truth for his 
statement, in respect to North Red 
Deer; and in his opinion it was just 
as well to let people with a griev- 
ance get it off their chest and it was 
done with. Alderman Botterill had 
taken exception to the press publish-

Alderman Coote.said there must 
be a way of showing the banks that 
they could not altogether do what 
they liked with the citizens. They 
were chartered by the government to 
do business, and should not be al- 
lowed to hold up matters in the way 
they wero doing, and should be forc- 
ed to come through. 

Alderman Watson said he: believed 
Calgary had been placed -in the 
same position early last year, and 
they had forced the Banks to come 
through. - 

Alderman Botterill raised the 
question of West Park applying for 
the rights of a village. He believed 
we ought to get busy on the matter, 
as a number of citizens, including 
some who had signed the petition, 
were against incorporation. 

The Commissioners will take the 
matter up immediately.

DR. OSLER ON DRUGS 


Eminent Canadian Doctor Not a Great 
Medicine Giver 


Dr. (Sir) William Osler is probably, 
the greatest living authority on the 
use of drugs in the treatment of dis 
ease. At one time a professor in John 


"Hopkins University, Dr. Csler was ap- 


pointed Regivw3 Professor of Medicine 
at Oxford University, Bngland, and he 
is regarded by the doctors of every 
English-speaking country as a great 
authority. 

Dr. Osler says of diphtheria: 

“We are still without drugs which 
can directly counteract the tox-albu- 
mens of the disease, and we must rely 
upon general measures of feeding and 
stimulants to support the strength. 
Medicines given internally are of little 
avail in diphtheria.” 

Concerning pneumonia, 
Bays: 

“Pneumonia is a self-limited disease 
which can neither be out short nor 
aborted by any known means at our 
command, Even under the most un-. 
favorable circumstances it may ter- 
minate abruptly and naturally without 
a dose of medicine having been ad- 
ministered. There is no specific treat- 
ment of pneumonia. The young prac- 
titioner may bear in mind that patients 
are more often damaged than helped 
by the too promiscuous system of 
drugging, which is still only too pre- 
valent.” 

Of scarlet fever, Dr. Osler says: 

“Ordinary cases do not require any 
medicine. Medical antipyretics are 
not of much service in comparison 
with cold water.” 

Of measles, Dr, Osler says: 

“Confinement in bed in a well ven- 
tilated room and light diet are the 
only measures necessary in uncompll- 
cated cases.” 

Of whooping cough, Dr. Osler says: 

“The medical treatment is most un- 
satisfactory.” 

Of yellow fever: 

“Careful nursing and a systematio 
plan of diet probably give the best 
results.” 

Of dysentery: 

“The treatment of dysentery by 
topical applications is by far the more 
rational plan.”

Next 
May a train will leave Halifax and 
reach Winnipeg over the Transcon- 
tinental tracks—the third band be- 
tween the Bast and West. By end 
of 1915 trains will be running from 
Eastern Canada to the Pacific Coast 
over the two new transcontinentals, 
the Canadian Northern and Grand 
Trunk Pacific. This marked advance 
in railway construction has been due 
to the aggressive railway policy of 
the Borden government. 

Completion of these transcontinen- 
tals will give a great impetus to the 
government's policy of encouraging

“This is the year 1914,’’ he said, 
in response to a question regarding 
the completion of construction, ‘‘and 
before the end of it we shall have 
trains operating across the country.
